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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Oberg et 
al. v U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0061295. 

As per claim 1, the method claimed appears to be adequately taught by a remote 
control system for controlling aspects of an industrial plant, wherein a first client is 
wirelessly connected to a central computer for issuing commands via the first client, 
through the central computer, to a field device, and wherein a second client is wired to 
the central computer for issuing commands via the second client, through the central 
computer, to a second field device. It is believed that the system disclosed by Oberg et 
al. renders the method of claim 1 obvious since Oberg et al. teaches using a mobile 
device to communicate to a process section by tunneling commands through a central 
control room using a control system interface. Oberg et al. also briefly discloses that 
typical plants utilize a central control room having multiple controller and operator 
stations [0005] (emphasis added), and it is believed that the operator station would 
obviously be wired to the central control room since this is typically how a computer in a 
central control room is communicatively connected to the system being monitored and 
or controlled. This network topology is believed adequately contemplated by Oberg et 
al., and therefore Oberg et al. also appears to provide for the capabilities of at least 
claim 1 since the operator station is viewed to be the wired component communicating 
through the control system of the central control room, and the mobile device is the 
wireless component which also communicates with the control system of the central 
control room, wherein both the operator station and the mobile device provide for the 
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capability of controlling more than one filed device of the process section (e.g. Figures 1 
and 5 and their corresponding textual descriptions). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21-22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 2-5, 7-9, 11-15, 17-18, 20 and 23-24 are allowed.
